Surprising as it may 
seem, the 


lUitogyro-automobile which is now 


being developed is not really a new 


thing ut all.

which have tantalized devotees oi 
air travel for some years. 
I mentioned this project in 
the 
last column.

They were quickly taken off and 
stowed in the fuselage before flight, 
According to all accounts,

: ieur Tem pier operated this unique 
machine successfully in traffic and 
iii the wider spaces above. 
W ith 
this example and the vastly im­ 
proved engineering of today, 
Mr. 
Pitchalm should be able to turn out 
a really practical machine. It won t 
be an easy 
task 
trying 
to 
keep 
down the weight when installing 
the necessary gears, etc. 
The auto-gyro will be a two-place 
cabin job equipped with a 90 h. p. 
Fobjoy engine 
It it not as yet de­ 
cided whether the engine will 
be 
mounted in front of or behind tile 
cabin. 
'Hie plane will probably use 
the Fobjov at all times instead of 
employing an auxiliary engine for 
ground use.
